THE AGRIOCULTURAL REPOLT.
The report of the Stste Board of Ag-
riculture for the gquarter ending Septem.-
ber 30 is before us,  From the docament
the Atchison Champion tnkes some in.
teresting figures, which we use below:

The report opens with & stalement of
the ition of crops on the 30th of
September. The condition of winter
wheat is presented counties, and
there is a m?bln dlmer}mlti'ein the re.
ports, ranging from to ailure up to a
full average yield. A large majonity of
the counties, however, report an average
yield of from 10to 15 boshels per acre;
others from 6 to 8 bushels; and others
opedbird of acrop. We should judge,
from these re that more whent was
raised in Kansss this year than Las gen-
crally been supposed.

The reports coxeerning the corn crop
ure as diverse as those relatiog 1o win-
ter wheat. “Below the average,” and
“aboul one-hall a crop,” are, however,
the most general reports. In some
counties the returns note » nearly total
failure. Twenty.-four countics report o
full hnalf crop; four, above avcrlfe;
thirteen, an average yiell; cleven, be-
low the average; five, a ight crop; two,
two-thinds of a crop; ten, onefourth o
a crop; and seven, a tolal or nearly &
totsl fuilure. Everythiog considered,
this is not a bad report. Many cor-
respondents state that the crop is the
most profitable vne produced for years,
owing to the large price it commands.
The acreage planted in rye was 20 per
cent. above Whe area of 1850, and twenty-
nine coumnties An AVOrnge crop,
while in [wenty-five the yield was below
the average. The area planted 10 oals
was, unfortunately, thirty per cent. be-
low that of 1880, but the yield has been
the best ever known in the state, in both
quantity sad quality. Sixteen counties
only report a yield below the average.
Concerning flax, nineteen counties re-
port average yields; in thirteen the crop
was u partial fuilure, and in two u total
failure. The rice corn crop was nol as
rood ns anticipsted ; buckwheat yielded
from onc-fourth to half & crop; sorghum
was & very large and profitable crop this
year; the {icl of castor beaps was a fair
average; broom corn was a fsvorable
erop; and the reports concermng millet
and [Hungarian are generslly encourag-
ing. Fruit trecs gre geocrally in fine
condition, and many ofcl.he counties of
the state report good yields ol fruit,
while others report [rom one fourih o
one-hall o erop.

A Deseription of the Methods of Some
of Our Distinguished Senators,

Washington Republican.

The senate is spon to meet agnin, and
the expected presence of the solons Lere
ingpires us to suy that there are very few
men in cither house of congress who
speak upon any important measure with-
out having made the mest claborate
preparation. The library is ransacked
for books, old newspapers files are
brought from their nooks, and cords of
paper are nsed in taking notes, These
notes are filled out, put in order, and
then you have a set speech.
David Davis, perhaps, more than an
other senator, indulges iy mangscripf,
preparing even a five-minutes' specch
with greatcare. This is his inflexible
rule, and Las becn since he entered pub-
lie life. After he delivers his speeches,
or, rather, after he reads them, he hands
his manuseript to Mr. Murphy, the sen-
atorial stenographer, who s it to the
government printing office. The cym.
positors never have apy anathemas for
the judge's writing, which is large, dis-
tinct and full of character.
Edmunds ncver uscs notes, nud once
a speech is out of his mouth he doesn’t
bother hia head about it. During all the
years he has been in the senate he has
pever revised a single speech. He turns
everything in his mind leforehand, and
neyer rises 1p address the senatg without
having weighed in the scales of his great
mind what lie intends saying,
Ben Hill will spesk for three bours
without a sprap of paper. The only
preparation he makes is marking refer-
ences and passages in this book and that.
I have soen bim time and sgain thunder
away for hours without stopping even
for a glass of water. He revises his
speeches, bowever, mskes additions
and corrections in a clear hand, much
like that of a college boy, and givesthe
rrlntem little trouble with his proof.
Ie has an astounding memory, and no
man iu public life, except Edmunds, has
such im uurbahilit{;. The only man
who could worry Hijl br excite his wrath
in debate was the late Matt. Carpenter.
How it tickled Carpenter to put some
udroit question at the Georgian and get
him c&lnfum,\lun hard thing to do 4t
any time, but Oarpentey often sycceeded.
And it was more the resuit of an irre-
sistable propensily for fun than any-
thing else, for never was man who hagd
less malice than Matt. Carpenter.
